governor in name, but in fact a refu­ 
gee on the British man-of-war Scar­ 
borough near Savannah. 
Sir James 
had wearied of imprisonment in his 
own house and February 12, unmind­ 
ful of his promise not to leave his 
house except by permission of 
his 
guards, had escaped by a back door 
to a boat which was ready to take him 
out to the Scarborough. 
On the 13th he wrote a lengthy let­ 
ter in explanation of his flight 
At 
the end of one sentence of 300 words 
he came to the main point, which was 
to say that nothing was 
meant 
or 
wanted by the British ships in 
the 
harbor “but a friendly 
intercourse 
and supply of fresh provisions”. Sir 
James then urged the patriots, “to 
save themselves and posterity 
from 
chat total ruin and destruction which 
I most cleaJy see at the threshold of 
their doors”. 
If they would only abandon their 
revolution and be good subjects of the 
king again, said he, “I will, as far as 
I can, engage to give, and endeavor 
to obtain for them, full pardon and 
forgiveness for all past crimes and of­ 
fenses; and this I conjure them 
to 
consider well and most seriously of, 
before it’s too late”. 
However, the Georgians had neith­ 
er friendly intercourse nor fresh pro­ 
visions for the warships, nor 
were 
they seeking pardon and forgiveness 
for anything. On the contrary, they 
were in a few days electing delegates 
to the continental congress and giv­ 
ing them broad power to act with the 
other colonies “in all such measures 
as you shall think calculaetd for the 
common good”. 
This they did while 
admonishing 
the delegates not to lose sight of the 
defenseless situation of the colony— 
“the Indians, both south and north­ 
westwardly upon our backs; the forti­ 
fied town of St. Augustine made 
a 
continental rendenzvous 
for soldiers 
in our very neighborhood; 
together 
with our blacks and tories with us.” 
Remember, also, they told their dele­ 
gatees, their remote situation from 
the seat of power and arms which 
kept them ignorant of the 
counsels 
and ultimate designs of congress. 
On the extreme southern frontier 
of the colonies, faced on the coast by 
a hostile British fleet and on land by 
savages in the widerness and tories 
in every town, the patriots of Geor­ 
gia, gave Sir James’ offer of pardon 
and forgiveness no consideration 
at 
all”.—K. C. Star.

Biloxi, Miss., February 23.—Hold­ 
ing that a treaty between ithe United 
States and Great Britain regulating 
whisky traffic on the high seas is not 
self-executing as 
regandds 
the en­ 
forcement of the criminal law but 
needs an act of Congress to 
make 
disposition of 
whAsky 
beyond 
the 
three-mile limit a crime, Judge E. R. 
Holmes in United States Court here 
issued an ordeo* releasing the British 
schooner Wanderer. The craft 
was 
seized with a large cargo of whisky 
aboard by a coast guard cutter last 
autumn.

HYDROPHOBIA 


H. M. S. writes: “Please write an 
article 
on 
hydrophobia. 
What are 
the symptoms, preventive, and cure, 
if any, 
after 
hydrophobia 
has set 
in?’’ “Also give us the history of the 
made stone and say whether there is 
anything to it”. 
REPLY 
The principal reasdn for answering 
your letter relates to the last ques­ 
tion you ask. 
Hydrophobia 
is 
an 
infection of 
some of the cells of the brain. It af­ 
fects man and many of the lower an­ 
imals. The disease can only be con­ 
tracted through a wound, such as 
a 
bite, made by a lower animal. 
Men 
with the disease do not infect other 
men. 
But infected 
lower 
animals, 
such as cows, horses, dogs, cats, and 
such can infect other lower animals 
as well as man. 
The virus travels from the wound 
to the brain by way of the nerves. A 
long time is required to make 
the 
journey. 
In consequence the incuba­ 
tion period of hydrophobia may be as 
short as two weeks and it may be as 
long as a year. It is usually around 
30 to 40 days. 
At first there is a mild fever and 
some pain in swallowing. Then 
the 
throat becomes more affected, 
and 
whenever 
the 
man 
or the animal 
tries to swailow the muscles of the 
throat go into a spasm. Later on this 
spasm may become general. A draft 
of cold air may cause the spasm—lo­ 
cal spasm or general spasm. 
Animals are very apt to chew up 
wooden objects. There is a maniacal 
stage, when 
the 
affected 
animal 
seized with a mania is urged to travel 
or to fight. Paralysis ends the picture 
in both animals and man. 
Hydrophobia 
can 
be 
prevented. 
Dogs can be vaccinated against 
it, 
either before being bitten 
or after­ 
wards. An effective measure of pre­ 
vention is dog control; registration of 
dgos; restriction on importation 
of 
dogs, and dog muzzling. Making dog 
biting reportable is a good preventive 
measure. 
Well-organized health de­ 
partments are now equipped to diag­ 
nose hydrophobia in animals both be­ 
fore death and after. 
If a dog is suspected of having hy­ 
drophobia he should be confined and 
the facts reported to the Health De­ 
partment, or to a vterinarian. If the 
dog dies his head should be cut off, 
wrapped in a cloth saturated 
with

MEMORIES OF UTAH MASSACRE 
REVIVE IN HALLS OF CONGRESS 


The old saying that “justice trav­ 
els with a leaden foolt” was exempli­ 
fied a »hurt time ago when Represen­ 
tative John N. Tillman of Arkansas 
introduced a MU in 
the 
house 
of 
lepresentatives calling 
for the ap­ 
pointment of a commission of * five 
members to determine who was re- 
uponsiblc for tire greatest tragedy of 
the old Oregon Tmil—the Mountain 
Meadows Massacre—and to lay a le­ 
gal basis for the indemnification of 
the heirs of the slaughtered victims. 
Sixty-eight years ago 120 emigrants 
bound fur California perished in the 
massacre, the scene of which lay 280 
miles smlthwest of Salt Lake City. A 
detail of special historic interest 
to 
Missourians is to be found in the fact 
that the overland starting point of 
the ill-fated caravan was at Westport, 


j;,th e massacre was long ago fixed, but 
there is still open the question of an 
ultimate legal responsibility. 
Most, if not all, of the Mormons 
engaged in the massacre were at the 
time enlisted in the Utah territorial 
militia, 
commanded 
by 
Brigham 
Young, governor by presidential ap­ 
pointment, and were therefore techni­ 
cally a partt of the armed forces 
of 
the United State.s Though a success 
sor to Young as territorial governor 
had been appointed, he had not 
ar­ 
rived, and did not in fact take office 
until nearly a year later. The work 
of the proposed commission 
would 
indicate whose was the liability for 
the loss of lives and property inflict­ 
ed by 
the 
Utah militiamen sixty 
eight years ago. 
The year 1867 found the territory 
of Utah in ferment 
A period 
of 
fervid 
revivalism in 
the Mormon 
church had reached its climax, and 
the authorities were almost in open 
rebellion against the federal govern­ 
ment. 
Soon after his 
inauguration 
President Buchanan deposed Brigham 
Young, appointed a new set of offi­

by

Cummings, and ordered an army 
of 
twenty-five hundred men, under Al­ 
bert Sidney Johnston, to accompany 
them to Salt Lake City and see that 
they were installed. 
News of this act reached th*e Mor­ 
mon capital late in July and created 
wiki excitement.

ers threatened armed resistance and 
announced that if their forces were

outside world for many months 
fate remained unknown. 
It became known that all of 
the 
party except some young children had 
perished, and that the scene of the 
tragedy waa a little valley some 31* 
miles south of Cedar City, known as 
the Mountain Meadows. In the spring 
of 1859 Maj. James H. Carleton (lat­ 
er to become famous in the 
south­ 
western campaigns), 
coming 
east­ 
ward along the desert trail from San 
Bernardino, reached the 
place 
and 
found many evidences of a massacre. 
The scattered bones of the victims 
were gathered and buried, and above 
them he erected 
a great 
cairn 
of 
stones, surmounted by a cedar cross, 
on the transverse section of which he 
inscribed the words: 
’Vengeance 
is 
mine; I will repay, saith the Lord”. 
At the same time 
Federal Judge 
Cradlebaugh, Marshal 
Rodgers and 
Indian Superintendent Forney, com­ 
ing down from Provo, reached 
the 
neighborhood. 
Further 
investiga­ 
tion was made. 
The Piutes and the 
Mormon settlers were questioned, and 
out of the inquiries 
came 
a farily 
clear view of 
what 
had happened 
Seventeen survivors, all children un- 
der 9, were forund among 
the Mor­ 
mons. 
It appeared in the testimony 
that the part the Indians had borne 
in the massacre was only that of tools 
ami that the Mormons of the neigh­ 
borhood had borne the dual part of 
instigators and assassins. 
Returning to Provo, Judge Gradle- 
baugh 
assembled a grand jury and 
laid the facts before them. On 
the 
presentation of true 
bills 
against 
some forty Mormons, including 
the 
highest of their church dignitaries in 
that region, he issued warrants for 
their arrest. 
A request made 
upon 
Col. Albert Sidney Johnston, 
com­ 
mander of the army, for a military 
escort 
to accompany 
the marshal, 
was granted; but the act was immed­ 
iately 
countermanded 
by the new 
governor, 
Cumming. 
That 
official 
had 
lisltened 
to 
Brigham Young’s 
promise that if the military 
were 
kept out of the affairs he would him­ 
self make a full investigation 
and 
punish the guilty. 
Young, however, did nothing. Some 
months 
later 
Judge 
Cradlebaugh, 
hopeless of action, was transferred 
at his own request ito another field. 
The Civil War came on, and in the 
larger issue interest in the massacre 
was swallowed up. 
For 
the 
time 
justice slumbered. Not for more than 
a decade was the 
matter 
subject of agitation. 
But in 1871, due partly to a revolt 
in the Mormon Church and partly to 
reawakening of hostility 
to Mor- 
monism throughout the nation, 
the 
subject was revived. 
A former Mor­ 
mon published in a gentile newspaper 
series of “open letters” to Brig­ 
ham Young, president of the 
Mor 
mons, recounting all that was known 
of the massacre and demanding that 
the guilty be punished. 
About 
the 
same time Philip KMngon Smith (or 
Klingensmith), bishop of Cedar City, 
was induced by a federal official 
to 
make affidavit of what he knew of the 
tragedy. The chief criminal was then 
generally reported to be John D. Lee. 
He now, along with several of 
the 
local Mormon dignitaries, became a 
fugitive. As “Major Doyle” he estab­ 
lished the ferry across the Colorado, 
since 
known as 
Lee’s Ferry, lived 
there for a year or two, and there, in 
the winter of 1874-75, he was arrest­ 
ed. 
At his first trial (1875) the 
Mor­ 
mon Church was still stiffly resistant 
and held its members in close discip­ 
line. 
The jury disagreed, the seven 
Mormons voting for 
acquittal 
and 
the five gentiles for conviction.

“The strongest do$ was the dog that 
could bolt his food fastest and in tha/ 
way get the biggest share of it. 
Hu 
was the dog that teft his traits to hh* 
descendants—bis 
traits 
of 
gulping 
down bis food in big mouthfuls with­ 
out 
half chewing It, among other 
things 
“T hat’s why dogs today bolt tbeir 
food faster and with less chewing than 
any other animal does. 
A 
cat eats 
daintily. A dog gobbles. That Is why 
It la twice as easy to poison a dog as 
it Is to polsou a cat. 
The cat ex­ 
amines first. 
The dog Inherits the 
habit of bolting his dinner without 
stopping to figure out what is in it. 
“Nature has helped out this trait of 
his by giving him gastric Juices that 
dissolve almost anything, except poul­ 
try bones, that gets into his stomach. 
If you or I should eat the things a 
’dog eata, and eat them as fast and 
w ithout chewing, we’d be dead. 
“Another thing about the old-time 


hunting pack s of wild dogs: 
When a 
dog starts to bay the moon at night, 
you’ve noticed how one dog after an 
other, for miles around, tak es up the 
sound and passes it on. 
It Isn’t lik e 
that with any other animal. 
For in­ 
stance, if one cow moos all the cows 
in town don’t begin to moo. 
“In the old times the leader of the 
pack would bay at night to call the 
rest of the scattered dogs together 
for the hunt 
Wolves and wild dogs 
sk ill do that. 
Every wild dog that 
hiard the call would obey it, and he’d 
do more. 
He’d send along the call to 
any other dogs that might he in hear­ 
ing distance of him, and they’d pass 
it on In the same way. 
“It’s the ancestor-memory of the 
hunting call that mak es our own dogs 
bark or howl at night when they hear 
a neighbor’s dog do i t And a mighty 
unpleasant throwback it Is, when folk s 
are sleepy.”

If the dog wanted a dinner, he 
had to give chase the first instant he 
saw the flush of anything rustling past 
him. 
It wus his nature to give chase 
to anything that ran by. 
That’s how 
he k ept alive. 
It was his sport and 
his way of mak ing a living.

Are Vireos Beneficial? 
As wdth other common species of 
birds, the question as to whether or 
not vireos are beneficial Is legitimately 
raised, and to ansiver it, the biological 
survey of the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture has made a study 
of their food habits, by examining the 
stomach contents of a great many of 
these birds. 
The conclusions reached 
are set 
forth in a recent report (Department 
Bulletin. 1355), “Food Habits of the 
Vireos: 
A 
Family of Insectivorous 
Birds." The food of the several vireos 
Is shown to be very sim ilar though 
sometimes 
varying 
in 
proportions. 
Most of the insects eaten are either 
neutral or definitely injurious in their 
economic relations, and may be placed 
on the credit side of the account 
of 
these birds. 
Fond of Caterpillars. 
All vireos are especially fond 
of 
caterpillars. 
Scale insects are a no­ 
table Item of vireo food, and other 
tree pests are freely eaten. 
Many de­ 
structive weevils were found in the 
stomachs 
examined, 
including such 
forms as the clover-leaf, clover-root, 
cotton-boll, and nut weevils, the plum 
curculio and bark beçtles. Vireos also 
destroy ants and grasshoppers. 
Use­ 
ful insects tak en by the vireos include 
some of the hymenopterans, predaci­ 
ous bugs and beetles, among which 
are ladybird beetles, which are almost 
uniformly beneficial. 
Although It is 
regretted that vireos consume as many 
ladybirds as the evidence Indicates, 
yet they also devour many of the pests 
attack ed hy the ladybirds, which must, 
in part excuse them. 
As fruit eaters 
the vireos are practically harmless.

American Turk hen Found 
to Be Extremely Hardy 
Have you ever heard of the turk hen? 
It is not a new bird but it Is new to 
America. 
It has been bred for cen­ 
turies In Russia, where it was the fa­ 
vored and protected bird of the royal 
family. 
Three of these birds were 
brought to California hy George P. 
Schaefer, proprietor of “Halo Sacre- 
do” breeding farm, Menlo Park , Cal. 
Mr. Schaefer crossed these birds with 
Rhode Island Reds, the resultant is­ 
sue being the rnuch-talk ed-of fowl, the 
American turk hen. 
The economical 
value of the fowl is said to be very 
considerable, it being the producer of 
a high average of large white eggs, 
while Its abundant flesh Is juicy and 
white. 
The breed is extremely hardy 
and the chick s mature quick ly. The 
writer has personal k nowledge of a 50 
per cent hatch of eggs shipped from 
California.

This Is hardly the correct way of put­ 
ting it, for you will find tlmt the real 
reason dairy cows don’t give full milk 
production when given Ice water, is 
because they don’t drink enough of it.

tak es about four pounds of water for 
overy pound of miik u cow gives, no 
m atter what tem perature the water Is. 
When the water is so cold that the 
ows drink less, they give less milk . 
Try heating the water for them, inu 
see If it doeftii't make a difference 


Corrosiv e Sublimate Kills 
Germs of Spores. 


Treating send potatoes with corro­ 
siv e sublimate before planting kills 
the g erms or spores that cause scab, 
Rhizoetonla, 
and 
blackleg diseases. 
Althoug h the tubers appear free from 
disease it Is safest to treat all Med, 
say s Paul SI Tllford, potato disease 
specialist at the Ohio ex periment sta ­ 
tion, as ev en a small amount a t disease 
in tbs seed with a fav orable season for 
Its dev elopment is likely to produce a 
loss of marketable tubers. 
Seed potatoes are treated by soak- 
. Ing them In a corrosiv e sublimate solu­ 
tion for an hour and a half. 
Corro­ 
siv e sublimate may be boug ht at a 
drug more. 
A stock solution is made 
up by dissolv ing the powder in hot 
water at the/rate of four ounces per 
g allon. 
A g allon of the solution is 
diluted to 8 0 g allons with water. The 
streng th of the solqtion depredates 
with use so that three-eig hths to one 
half ounce of the powder or a Uttle 
less than a pint of the stock solution 
should be added after eaeh batch of 
potatoes Is treated. 
Ev en with this 
precaution the solution should not be 
used more than four or fiv e times un­ 
til It is discarded and a fresh supply 
made 1 9. 
As corrosiv e sublimate reacts In 
metals, It must be handled in wooden 
v essels, such as candy buckets or bar­ 
rels. A conv enient way to handle the 
potatoes is to place them In bag s, 
which may be lowered Into and lifted 
from the barrel of solution by an ov er­ 
head rope and pulley . 
After treat­ 
ment the potatoes may be left In the 
bag s or spread on a floor to g reen If 
g reening Is done before late planting , 


Fertilizer Ex periments 
C6nducted in Wisconsin 
Some v ery interesting data are to 
be found In research bulletin No. 68. 
“ Fertiliser Ex periments,” issued by 
‘the ag ricultural ex periment station, 
Madison, Wls. ' For ex ample, It was 
| found that much g reater results are to 
be obtained when the commercial fer­ 
tilizer is applied one-half Inch abov e 
the planted corn. 
Fertilizer mix ed 
with the seed often retards or eitml- 
¡nates g ermination. 
For this reason 
many users of commercial fertilizer 
hav e been disappointed in the results 
secured. 
They g ot Hie fertilizer too 
close to the seed. 
• 
Oats, as a role, do not need appli­ 
cations of commercial fertilizer. Some 
fields 
were 
benefited, 
thoug h 
not 
many . 
In the case of s peat soil, 300 
pounds per acre of 0-10-10 fertilizer 
applied In the row Increased the y ield 
of cabbag e more than when 14100 
pounds was applied broadcast Ap­ 
plication in the row thus seems to be 
more economical than broadcast ap­ 
plication for cabbag e. 
Application of fertilizer below or 
to the side of the potato seed usually 
results In a much better stand and 
y ield than application with or direct­ 
ly abov e the seed. 
Potato sprouts are v ery tender and 
are easily injured If they come In 
contact with hig h concentrations of 
fertilizers as occurs with applications 
directly abov e the seed.

Fall or Spring Plowing 
for Improv ed Com Crop 
Whether fall or spring plowing is 
better for corn depends on soil condi­ 
tions to a larg e ex tent. Soils that are 
heav y and approx imating the g umbo 
ty pes are hatter plowed In the fall so 
the elements will act on them In the 
winter. On the other hand soils which 
hav e but Uttle humus in them and 
which 
run 
tog ether 
badly 
before 
spring win do better when plowed In 
the spring . 
One purpose of plowing 
is to aerate toe soil so as to let air 
le to hasten the decomposition of ho­ 
mos for Die liberation of plant food, 
but when this aeration Is g iv en too 
far ahead of a g rowing crop the area- 
tion may lose its action before the 
crops beg in to g row. 
There # are not many soils of this 
ty pe, howev er, so as a rule It Is better 
to plow In the fail when the soil con­ 
tains a fair amount of humus or when 
It Is dark In color; or when a g ood 
amount of fresh org anic matter, such 
as clov er or manure, Is to be plowed 
under. The action of toe org an!* mat­ 
ter or humus Is to keep the soli from 
running tog ether. 
FaU plowing also 
serv es to spread a larg e part of heav y 
work ov er a long er period of the y ear 
instead of hav ing so much just at 
planting time.

BLOODY FRANKLIN AS 
!C TED BYSHERWOOO 


The death recently of 
Gen. Isaac 
Sherwood recalls a speech he made in 
Congress shoirHy after 
the 
World 
War. He was talking about the “im­ 
munity” of generals. 
Not a single 
American general was 
so much as 
wounded in France. This led General 
Sherwood to recall that 13 Confed­ 
erate generals were killed and wound­ 
ed at the bloody battle of Franklin 
alone. 
Dr. R. E. Bullingtori has requested 
The Commercial Appeal to republish 
the speech. 
Commenting on the statement that 
in the Meuse-Argonne battle in which 
1,000,000 American soldiers were en­ 
gaged for 47 days, with a casualty 
list of 120,000 killed, wounded and 
missing, none of the generals were 
named among the casualties, he aud- 
dnely rolled back the curtain 
from 
the drama of a half century ago and 
held his audience spellbound with re- 
pictured scenes of a day when the 
generals paid the “last full measure 
of devotion” to their cause in the 
forefront of the battle lines. Recalu- 
ing the battle of Franklin, Tenn., one 
of the lboodiest, for the numbers en­ 
gaged, in all warfare, he said: 
“Now, as to the quesition of our 
style of fighting in the Civil War. 
There stands today, as it stood over a 
haTfcentury ago, in front of the town 
of Franklin, Tenn., on the 
highest 
point of the ridge, a large linden tree. 
“It was half past 3 in the after­ 
noon of 
November 
30, 1864, when 
Gen. Hood, commanding 35,000 veter­ 
an soldiers, rode unattended to that 
threw the stump of a leg that had 
been shot off at Chackamauga over 
the pommel of the saddle, drew out 
his field glass and sat looking across 
the valley to the position of the Union 
army. It was the silence that always 
precedes a great 
battle. 
Presently 
the silence was broken by the 
soft 
strains of music which floated up 
from the town below. 
It was 
the 
Federal band playing ‘Just Before the 
Hattie Mother’. 
The men in 
gray 
on the hill and the men in blue in the 
valley below listened. There were 
tears in many eyes, as the pathetic 
vords well remembered— 


* ‘Just before the battle, mother, 
I was thinking most of you*. 
“I was at Franklin, on the Union 
side, and I saw and heard it all from 
an advanced position near the center 


of the Federal line. I saw and heard 
it all—all that a soldier can see and 
hear amid the glare, the thunderous 
roar, the stifling smoke, the yells of 
the victors, the agonizing groans of 
the wounded and dying. 
“I remember the scene just before 
the battle. I see it now, as I saw it 
then, a lovely valley basking in the 
mellow glory of November sunshine. 
I see the little town of Franklin, quiet 
yet restless, just inside the circle of 
the Federal lines. These lines extend­ 
ed from river to river. There were 
patches of woodland in the rich foli­ 
age of the autumn leaves, in scarlet 
gold and green, tinged with the early 
frosts to gladden and glorify the fall. 
“I was speaking of Gen. Hood, the 
commanding general, who sat on his 
horse under the linden tree, taking a 
survey of the Federal lines. Suddenly 
he closed his field glass^ wheeled his 
horse and rode back to Gen. Stewftrt 
with the <^pmmand: ‘General, we will 
charge the Federal line in front1. 
“Stewart formed his corps on the 
right; 
Gen. Cheatham 
formed his 
corps on the left, and on the extreme 
left, on the Harpeth 
River, rested 
Gen. Forrest’s cavalry. A cannon on 
the ridge sounded the signal for the 
charge. 
With bayonets 
Axed, the 
heavy columns, all veterans, marched 
with a steady and even ttread down 
the slope. The fiercest and bloodiest 
battle of the century was on. I say 
that because it is a fact that more 
men were lost in that battle in pro­ 
portion to the number engaged than 
in any battle that was ever fought on 
either continent. Hood’s losses were 
over 40 per cent. 
“In 1874 a southern soldier, 
who 
was in thalt battle line with Gen. Cle­ 
burne, wrote a valuable article on this 
marvelous charge 
in the 
Southern 
Magasine, then edited by Gen. Basil 
Duke of Louisville. I quote this par­ 
agraph: 
“ ‘The hottest part of the line was 
a black locust thiscket just at the 
right of the Columbia Pike’. 
“That is correct I was at that part 
of the line. I have a distinct recollec­ 
tion of that locust hfticket, and I can 
see now, as I saw then, that waving 
line of shining bayonets as it rushed 
to the works with that defiant rebel 
yell, and the mad and murderous con­ 
flict thalt followed. My horse, Firefly, 
a coal black that I had ridden in many 
fierce conflicts from Rocky Face 
to 
Atlanta, was shot. He fell with a 
deadening thud. I never knew how 
many bullets pierce 
his quivering 
body. But I was young and spry 
then, and was at the front to witness

The old saying that “justice trav­

It became known that all of 
the 
party except some young children had 
perished, and that the scene of the 
tragedy was a little valley 
some 3i* 
miles south of Cedar Oity, known as 
the Mountain Meadows. In the spring 
of 1859 Maj. James H. Carleton (lat­ 
er to become famous jn the 
south­ 
western campaigns), 
coming 
east­ 
ward along the desert trail from San 
Bernardino, reached the 
place 
and 
found many evidences of a massacre. 
The scattered bones of the 
victims 
were gathered and buried, and above 
them he erected 
a great 
cairn 
of 
stones, surmounted by a cedar cross, 
on the transverse section of which he 
inscribed the words: 
'Vengeance 
is 
mine; I will repay, saith the Lord”. 
At the same 
time 
Federal Judge 
Cradlebaugh, Marshal 
Rodgers ami 
Indian Superintendent Forney, com­ 
ing down from Provo, reached 
the 
neighborhood. 
Further 
investiga­ 
tion was made. 
The Phites and the 
Mormon settlers were questioned, and 
out of the inquiries 
came 
a farily 
clear view of 
what 
had happened. 
Seventeen survivors, all children un­ 
der 9, were found among 
the Mor­ 
mons. 
It appeared in the testimony 
that the part the Indians had borne 
in the massacre was only that of tools 
and that the Mormons of the neigh­ 
borhood had borne the dual part of 
instigators and assassins. 
Returning to Provo, Judge Gradle- 
haugh assembled a grand jury and 
laid the facta before them. On 
the 
presentation of true 
bills 
against 
some forty Mormons, including 
the 
highest of their church dignitaries in 
that region, he issued warrants for 
their arrest. 
A request made 
upon 
Col. Albert Sidney Johnston, 
com­ 
mander of the army, for 
a military 
escort to accompany 
the 
marshal, 
was granted; but the act was immed­ 
iately 
countermanded 
by the new 
governor, 
Gumming 
That 
official 
had 
listened 
to 
Brigham Young’s 
promise that if the military 
were 
kept out of the affairs he would him­ 
self make a full investigation 
and 
punish the guilty. 
Young, however, did nothing. Some 
months 
later 
Judge 
Cradlebaugh, 
hopeless of action, was transferred 
at his own request »to another field. 
The Civil War came on, and in the 
larger issue interest in the massacre 
was swallowed up. 
For 
the 
time 
justice slumbered. Not for more than 
a decade was the 
matter 
again 
a 
subject of agitation. 
But in 1871, due partly to a revolt 
in the Mormon Church and partly to 
a reawakening of hostility 
to Mor- 
monisrn throughout the nation, 
the 
subject was revived. 
A former Mor­ 
mon published in a gentile newspaper 
a series of 
“open 
letters" to Brig­ 
ham Young, president of ¡the 
Mor 
mons, recounting all that was known 
of the massacre and demanding that 
the guilty be punished. 
About 
the 
¡same time Philip KMngon Smith (or 
j Klingensmith), bishop of Cedar City, 
¡was induced by a federal official 
to 
make affidavit of what he knew of the 
tragedy. The chief criminal was then 
generally reported to be John D. Lee 
He now, along with several of 
the 
local Mormon dignitaries, became 
fugitive. As “Major Doyle” he estab­ 
lished the ferry across the Colorado, 
since 
known 
as 
Lee’s Ferry, lived 
there for a year or two, and there, in 
the winter of 1874-75, he was arrest­ 
ed. 
At his first trial (1875) the 
Mor­ 
mon Church was still stiffly resistant 
and held its members in close discip­ 
line. 
The jury disagreed, the seven 
Mormons voting for 
acquittal 
and 
the five gentiles for conviction. 
, 
A burst of indignant protest from 
the country convinced the 
Mormon 
authorities that someone 
must 
pay 
with his life for the massacre. 
The 
second trial, in September, 187C, re­ 
vealed the changed attitude of 
the 
church. 
Lee was convicted and sen­ 
tenced to death. 
It had taken nearly two decades of 
private investigation ami the collat­ 
ing of testimony given in two trials 
to piece into a 
coherent 
whole the 
scattered dafta. 
The evidence indicat­ 
ed that the directing figure was Isaac 
C. Haight, who was president of the 
j Parowan Skate of Zion and lieutenant 
colonel of the 
Iron 
County militia. 
Witnesses testified that Haight decid­ 
ed that the emigrants were heretics 
and blasphemers, detestable 
in 
the 
eyes of the Lord, and must die. 
He 
decided that since “no innocent blood 
must be shed” children 
under 
the 
age of 7 should 
be 
spared. 
After 
him, in various degrees of culpability, 
were ranked his first counselor, John 
M.. Higbee; Bishop Smith (or Kling­ 
ensmith) and his first counselor, Sam­ 
uel McMurdy;

Ikrna, major in the Iron County mil­ 
itia, and Lee. 
The Plutes were incited 
to begin 
the attack.

the 
Arkansas emigrants had reached the

denly fired upon by the Indians, and

Treating seed potatoes with corro­ 
sive sublimate before planting kills 
the germs or spore« that cause scab, 
Khtsoctonta, 
and 
blackleg 
diseases. 
Although the tubers appear free from 
disease it Is safest to treat all Med, 
says Paul B, Tllford, potato disease 
specialist at the Ohio experiment sta­ 
tion, aa even a small amount of disease 
in the seed with a favorable season for 
Its development Is llkoly to product a 
loss of marketable tubers. 
Seed potatoes are treated by soak- 
. ing them in a corrosive sublimate solu­ 
tion for an hour and a half. 
Corro­ 
sive sublimate may be bought at a 
drug store. 
A stock solution la made 
up by diesulvlng the powder In hot 
water at the rate of four ounce# per 
gallon. 
A gallon of the solution la 
diluted to 30 gallons with water. The 
strength of the solution depreciates 
with use so that three-eighths to one- 
half ounce of the powder or a little 
less than a pint of the stock solution 
i should be added after each batch of 
potatoes la treated. 
Even with this 
precaution the solution should not be 
used more thsn four or five times un­ 
til It Is discarded and a fresh supply 
made up. 
As corrosive sublimate react« In 
metals, It must be handled In wooden 
veseela, such as candy buckets or bar­ 
rels. A convenient way to handle the 
potatoes is to place them In bags, 
which may be lowered Into and lifted 
from the barrel of solution by an over­ 
head rope and pulley. 
After treat­ 
ment the potatoes may be left In the 
bags or spread on a floor to green if 
greening Is done before late planting.

many users of commercial fertilizer 
have been disappointed in the results 
secured. 
They got the fertilizer too 
close to the seed.

Oats, as a rule, do not need appli­ 
cations of commercial fertilizer. Some 
fields 
were 
benefited, 
though 
not 
many. 
In the case of a peat soil, 
300 
pounds per acre of 0-10-10 fertilizer 
applied In the row Increased the yield 
of cabbage more than when 1.200 
pounds waa applied broadcast Ap­ 
plication In the row thus seems to be 
more economical than broadcast ap­ 
plication for cabbage. 
Application of fertilizer below or 
to the side of the potato seed usually 
results In a much better stand and 
yield than application with or direct­ 
ly above the seed. 
Potato sprouts are very tender and 
are easily Injured If they come In 
contact with high concentrations of 
fertilizers as occurs with applications 
directly above the seed.

Fall or Spring Plowing 
for Improved Com Crop 
W hether fall or spring plowing is 
better for corn depends on soil condi­ 
tio n s to a large extent. Soils that are 
heavy and approximating the gumbo 
typea are better plowed in the fall so 
the elements will act on them In the 
winter. On the other hand soils which 
have but Uttle humus in them and 
which 
run 
together 
badly 
before 
spring will do better when plowed In 
the spring. 
One purpose of plowing 
Is to aerate the toll so as to let sir 
la to hasten the decomposition of hu- 
tnus for The liberation of plant food, 
but when this aeration Is given too 
far ahead of a growing crop the area- 
tlon may lose its action before the 
cropa begin to grow. 
There t are not many soils of this 
type, however, so as a rule It Is better 
to plow In the fall when the soil con­ 
tains a fair amount of humus or when 
It Is dark in color; or when a good 
amount of fresh organic matter, such 
as clover or manure, la to be plowed 
under. The action of the organ!* m at­ 
ter or humus Is to keep the soil from 
running together. 
Full plowing also 
serves to spread a large part of heavy 
work over a longer period of the year 
instead of having so much Just at 
planting time.
